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1.  (a)  '-'Tosecutipn  document  numbered  5129,  the  declaration  of 

'.70N3  31 N  JOON,  is  now  ot fared  for  identification  and  the  marked  excerot 
offered  in  evidence.  This  declaration  states  that  on  1$  February  1942  the 
witness  and  other  members  of  the  Chinese  Volunteer  Force,  surrendered 
themselves  voluntarily  in  view  of  Japanese  sssuraoes  as  to  their  safety. 
They  were  marched  to  the  Drill  CIoll  and  next  day  all  seventy  men  -’ere  taken 
in  trucks  to  Changi  where  they  were  striooed  of  their  possessions  and  led 
to  the  beach. 


They  -ere  lined  uo  in  two  rows  of  35  men  each,  faoiig  bren  guns, 
machine  guns  and  torso:'  guns.  The  Jacanese  opened  fire  and  the  witness 
fell  down  into  the  sea.  Canutes  later  -hen  he  raised  his  head,  the  sea 
water  had  turned  red  and  the  bodies  of  his  com’^anions  were  lyin'  around 
him,  riddled  -ith  bullets.  The  -itneas  and  three  other  wounded  men 
managed  to  drag  thaaselves  awey. 


(b)  IToseoution  document  numbered  5374,  being  the  sworn  affidavit 
of  A.F.  Ball, is  offered  for  identification  and  the  marked  excernt  is 
offered  in  evidence.  Iroseoution  document  numbered  5051,  being  the 
sworn  affidavit  of  0.7.  Perry, is  offered  for  identification  and  the 
marked  excerpt  is  offered  in  evidence.  ITosecution  document  numbered 
5047-B,  being  the  sworn  affidavit  of  Rev.  0*  Polain,is  offered  for 
identification  and  the  marked  excernt  is  offered  in  evidence.  These 
affidavits  state  thati- 


(i)  Major  Ball,  on  or  about  22  February  1942,  when  ordered  by  the 

Jaoanese  to  bury  a  number  of  bodies,  found  about  140  dead  Chinese 
by  the  water's  edge.  Some  were  boys  and  sane  old  men  and  they 
had  been  dead,  on  estimation,  between  one  to  fcur  days. 


>te.  Terry,  hearing  machine  gun  fire  at  Changi,  went  to  see 
what  was  happening  and  was  ordered  back  by  a  Japanese  guard. 
Later  the  witness  saw  the  dead  bodies  of  some  40  Chinese  and 
iialays  on  the  beaoh,  and  on  examination,  found  they  had  been 
shot. 


(Hi)  The  Rev.  Ctolain  in  April  1942  saw  43  Chinese  bodies  lying  dead. 

They  had  been  shot. 

(c)  Prosecution  document  5047-B  also  states  that  the  witness  Rev 
Folaln  saw  six  Australians  lying  dead  near  Bukit  Timah.  The  men  formed 
a  seotion  of  tho  witness's  own  Battalion  and  had  been  shot  some  time 
earlier.  They  were  lying  aloi^side  an  open  grave,  their  hands  tied  with 
Pope  and  cloth,  with  bandaged  eyes. 
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(d)  rvosecution  document  numbered  j2k2,  beinj  sworn  affidavit  of 
.cCAHN  is  offered  for  identification  and  the  marked  excernt  offered^ 
dence.  Prosecution  document  numbored  5045  bein':  the  sworn  affidavit 
CHOPT  is  offered  for  identification  and  the  marked  excernt  offered 
.dence*  These  documents  refer  to  the  execution  of  prisoners  of  ’var 
1  Japanese,  after  their  capture* 

1  ilcCann  states  that,  after  bia  canture,  on  Id  February  19l£,  he 
and  a  number  w  Australians  wore  marched,  with  tied,  hands,  down 
Reformatory  Road  until  they  arrived  at  a  cree':.  There  thfjr  were 
foroed  into  a  sin vie  file  and  seven  Jaoaneae  solaiera  lined  up 
about  30  feet  away  armed  with  British  rifles.  The  Australians 
were  ordered  to  face  the  creek  and  ’.TcCann  heard  the  sound  of  »*ie 
rifle  bolts  boins  worked  and  waa  then  struck  hy  a  bullet.  He 
fell  into  the  cree’:  rith  the  other  men.  The  Jaoanese  then  fired 
a  number  of  bullets  into  the  bodies  lyinj  below.  UcCann,  having

(ii)  Cornoral  Croft  states  that  on  23  January, 
in  a  Red  Cross  true’:,  narked  in  the  nrop< 
was  machine  gunned.  The  oassenjers  "ere 
and  put  into  native  huts. 


Later,  ef  "Jaoanese  *;uard  came  in  and  too:  out  three  men  witn 
their  hands  tied  together,  .e  thought  they  -ere  beii£  taken  out 
for  quest ionii£J  it  was  not  Ions  before  three  shots  ran,!  out  and 
left  no  doubt  as  to  what  had  havnened.  They  keet  coming  in  and 
"oin!  out,  taking  three  each  tine  and  then  there  would  be  more 
shots. 

•  I  was  in  the  lost  three  to  ^o.  ’e  were  taken  to  the  front  room 
and  made  to  sit  down  and  then  blindfolded.  e  were  then  led 
outside,  still  tied  together,  and  made  to  sit  down  not  far  frcra 
the  house.  Tt  was  not  loir;  before  somethin!  crashed  into  me  and 
I  was  knocked  back.  I  was  caujht  by  the  heel  and  thrown  into  a 
drain.  Later-  I  aliwoed  the  blindfold  and  had  a  look.  I 
couldn't  see  any  one  about  ....  and  so  I  ....  crawled  out  of 
the  drain  ....I  was  wounded,  a  bullet  having  entered  the  left 
side  of  my  head  about  the  cheekbone  and  out  on  the  rijht  side  at 
the  back  of  my  neck.  I  was  soittin:  blood  and  there  ws  blood 
«TMn,here _ natives  I  met  would  not  have  anythin:  to  do  *ith 
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2.  Droseoution  ’Document  numbered  5°44  beinj  the  affidavit  of  L.'I. 
.’RIGHT  is  noT7  offered  for  identification  and  the  marked  exoerot  offered 
in  evidence.  This  aff  davit  states  that  the  witness  about  25  January 
1942  saw  a  British  ambt .^ance  convoy  bombed  from  a  low  height  in  Johore, 
by  Japanese  bombers.  Visibility  was  excellent  and  the  attack  was 
deliberate.  Four  or  five  of  the  vehicles  which  contained  wounded  men 
were  hit,  and  three  of  them  were  left  burning.  The  vehicles  were 
plainly  marked  with  tua  Bed  Cross  on  the  sides  and  roof  and  there  was 
no  military  target  nearby.  In  the  Muar  liver  fi^htin^  a  party  of 
prisoners  wag  rooed  together  with  about  10  or  12  prisoners  and  was 
marched  for  some  days.  One  of  the  party  had  been  ill  and  could  not  walk. 
It  was  officially  reported  to  him  by  the  survivors  that  he  was  taken  off 
the  stripy  of  prisoners  into  the  jungle  and  shortly  after  that  a  couple 
of  shots  were  heard.  The  Japanese  juard  returned  ^rinninj  and  the  march 
was  resumed.  The  ^uard  later  told  the  survivors  that  the  sick  man  had 
been  shot  becausehe  could  not  keen  up  with  them. 


3.  (a)  Prosecution  Document  numbered  5Q52-B  is  offered  for 

identification  and  the  marked  ercerot  tendered  in  evidence.  It  is  the 
affidavit  of  ?.C.  STUART  who  in  January  1942  was  Senior  Representative 
of  the  Australian  led  Cross  Society  attached  to  the  LLexandra  Hospital, 
Singapore.  This  affidavit  states  that  on  Saturday,  February  14,  1942, 
the  hospital  was  stormed  by  Japanese  troops,  who  raced  through  the 
building  bayonettinc  and  shooting  all  who  came  in  their  path,  leaving 
behind  them  a  path  of  death  and  destruction.  The  medical  staff  was 
wearing  the  led  Cross  brassard,  beds  had  Red  Cross  counterpanes  and  the 
conventional  markings  were  on  the  outside  and  inside  of  the  building*  A 
hu^e  led  Cross  approximately  40  feet  square  was  on  the  ground  immediately 
in  front  of  the  building.  The  witness  saw  two  British  soldiers  of  the 
Manchester  Regiment  bayonetted.  After  the  raid  he  saw  46  dead  bodies  whiql 
had  been  bayonetted  or  shot?  several  had  been  wounded.  At  this  time  ah 
operation  was  in  progress  on  a  British  soldier  and  he  was  under  an 
anaesthetic.  Two  doctors  and  two  medical  orderlies  were  in  attendance. 

A  Japanese  thrust  his  bayonet  through  the  body  of  the  patient.  <Hher 
Japanese  turned  upon  the  medical  staff  and  killed  one  doctor  and  one 
orderly  and  wounded  theother  t.70.  Dozens  of  dead  bodies  were  picked  up 
in  the  hospital  grounds  at  nijhtfall.  Towards  evening  the  Japanese 
mustered  133  patients  and  staff.  Some  of  the  patients  were  without 
footwear,  seme  wereon  crutches,  ethers  with  limbs  in  plaster.  They 
’-’ere  marched  away  and  only  two  of.  the  men  were  ever  seen  ajain.  These 
men  reported  the  terrible  s'.reams  of  their  companions  who  were  evidently 
bayonetted  on  Sunday,  February  15th.  One  Japanese  was  seen  wiping  the 
blood  off  his  bayonet.  Later  on,  enquiries  were  made  as  to  the  welfare 
of  theoen,  but  the  Japanese  replied  that  they  did  not  have  any  prisoners 
of  war.  A  few  days  later  a  Japanese  officer  told  the  C.O.  that  our  men 
had  been  buried  in  shell  holes  with  Japanese  dead,  about  half  a  mile 
to  the  rear  of  the  hospital.  The  total  killed  was  323,  of  whom  230  were 
patients.  The  R.A.iI.0.  lost  47  percent  of  the  medical  personnel  and 
55  percent  of  the  officers  on  the  staff. 
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Later  a  crowd  of  Japanese  entered  the  hospital  and  foroibly  looted 
everything  of  value,  such  as  watches,  fountain  pens,  rinjs,  cigarette 
cases,  trinkets,  money,  etc.  The  witness  was  never  recocnised  as  a 
representativeof  the  Hei  Cross  Society  although  application  was  repeatedly 
made. 


(b)  Trosecution  Document  numbered  5373  bein^  the  solemn  declaration 
ef  J.'Y.  GRAVIN  is  of f ex  for  identification  and  the  marked  excerpt  offered 

in  evidence.  In  January  1942 »  the  deponent  commanded  the  Alexandra 
"ospital,  Sixv^aprre;  and  he  confirms  the  events  related  by  F.C.  Stuart. 

The  declaration  further  statesj-

•The  Japanese  G.O»C.  called  at  the  hosnital  at  3  p.m....  He  expressed 
regret  for  the  hard  time  the  hosnital  had  had  and  assured  me  that  the 
Japanese  were  hard  fighters  but  kindly  captors  and  that  we  had  nothin 
to  fear  .....  Before  leaving  ha  visited  part  of  the  hosnital  and  finally 
I  wastold  that  I  was  to  regard  his  visit  asbeii^v;  that  of  a  direct 
representative  of  the  Japanese  "taparor,  and  vhat  no  higher  honour  could 
be  paid  us.* 
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D.R.  MAIN  is  no*.?  offered  for  identification  and  the  marked  excerpt 
offered  in  evidence, and  Rroseuution  Document  numbered  5061  beiw  the 
affidavit  of  Lieut.  F.  RA1I3B0THU  ia  offered  for  identification  and  the 
marked  excerpt  offered  in  evidence. 

These  affidavits  abate  that  in  the  Greet  "ox  Id  Oarao  and  on  workinG 
parties,  prisoners  were  beaten  and  assaulted  viciously  and  reGUlarly. 

They  were  kicked,  beaten  with  any  convenient  instrument ;  whipped,  ..ocked 
into  unvert iiated  and  confined  spaces,  thrown  into  boiling  caths,  and 
generally  at  the  will  of  theix  captors  • 

(b)  Jroseeur ion  Document  numbered  5030,  the  affidavit  of  Lt ,Col. 
C.f.  H2ATH,  D.3.O.,  is  offered  for  identification  and  the  marked  excerpt 
offered  in  evidence.  This  affidavit  states  that  in  Ju-ly  1942,  at  Havelock 
Road  Camp,  prisoners  from  that  camp  and  from  the  adjoining  River  ®ll®y 
Camp  were  paraded.  The  400  men.mcstly  aick  and  bare-footed,  were  then 
forced  to  run  round  in  a  larje  circle,  for  thirty-five  minutes.  The 
Japanese  Conmandant  in  addressing  the  men,  said:  "I  have  proved  to  you 
that  vou  can  dance  in  bare  feet;  therefore  you  can  work  in  bare  feet. 
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The  prisoners  ■••’ere  hopelessly  undernourished  end  covered  in 
scabrous  sores.  When  they  "-ere  thought  to  be  about  to  die,  they  were 
sent  to  Chan.’i  ''.0.7,  'fosmital,  so  that  the  prison  death  rate  did  not 
aoncor  too  jreat. 


2.  (a)  Prosecution  document  numbered  5423,  the  affidavit  of  Lieut. 

1.0.  .'  LLS,  is  offered  for  identification  and  the  narked  excerpt  offered 
in  evidence,  “’his  document  refers  to  the  many  instences  of  maltreatment 
of  prisoners  of  -Tar  in  Outran  load  Gaol, 


(b)  prosecution  document  numbered  5395t  the  affidavit  of  Lieut. 

D  ..N  is  offered  for  identification  and  tho  marked  excerpt  offered  in 


*1,  X  "as  a  Lieutenant  in  the  2/4  "achine  Gun  Battalion, 
and  p.-s  taken  prisoner  on  15  February  1942  at  Gin;apore. 


2.  I  was  taken  to  Gelaranj  “risoner  of  ar  Gamp,  from  "hich  J 
escaped  on  17  arch,  with  an  Australian  Corporal.  e  crossed  the 
Straits  of  Johore  i>;  a  small  prau  and  as  we  approached  a  small  fiahiiy 
village,  our  immediate  destination,  were  captured  by  ma3ils  and  'alays, 
who  handed  us  over  to  the  amp ei  Tai  on  6  April  1942.  I  spent  4  days 
”ith  the  "ernpei  7a i,  who  tortured  me  by  burning  cigarettes  on  my  chest 
and  hands  and  by  beating  mo  on  the  head  with  bamboos,  to  force  a  con¬ 
fession  that  I  was  a  spy. 


3.  X  was  transferred  to  Curran  camp,  which  was  the  Sikh  Guard 
camp  for  Chc:i-i,and  held  there  until  17  Anril,  when  X  was  sent  bac’'  to 
the  "empei  7ai.  I  was  .held  there  until  24  April,  during  which  time  I 
was  asked  to  si^n  a  statement,  whioh  I  refused,  After  four  days  of 
beating,  burning  with  cigarettes  and  electrical  shocks,  which  on  one 
occasion  knocked  me  unconscious,  X  was  handed  a  statement  in  Tapanese 
with  no  “nilish  translation,-  which  I  was  ordered  to  si^n  under 
threats  of  further  torture.  I  asked  for  a  translation  of  the  document 
which  was  refused  and  eventually  I  aijned  the  Japanese  docuaent.  T 
^as  then  sent  to  '"'utram  load  Gaol  on  24  April. 


4*  On  1”  ‘jay  1942  T  was  brought  for  trial  before  a  Japanese 
Court  lartial  in  Cir  ;aeore.  All  the  proceedings  "ere  in  Japanese  and 
there  "ss  no  translation.  I  eventually  learned  that  T  had  received  two 
years  solitary  confinement.  I  was  then  removed  to  ''utram  Boad  Gaol  in 
which  jaol  X  remained  until  18  'ay  1944* 

5*  The  cells  in  Outran  load  were  6  feet  by  10  feot,  normally 
one  man  per  cell.  Later  two  or  three  men  were  put  into  each  cell.  In 
the  coll  were  three  boards  to  serve  as  a  bed,  together  with  a  hard 
wooden  pillow.  There  ras  a  latrine  bucket,  which  was  normally  oleared 
twice  a  week.  There  was  one  blanket.  During  the  two  years  I  was  in 
the  ~aol,  approximately  2,400  military  and  non- Japanese  personnel  passed 
through  the  jjaol.  Of  those  110  were  military,  150  British  and

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navies,  an  njliahman,  very  bijly  built,  arrived  at  approximately 
the  si. le  tine  as  I  did  in  April,  l?i|2,  he  contracted  beri  beri  and  by 
Au  -ust  his  testicles  were  two  feet  in  diameter.

<7aa  to  carry  them  in  front  of  fhim.  The  Jaeenesa  used  to  bria,:  their 
friends  in  to  watch  him  and  never  did  anythin;  to  hel^  him,  nor  nermlt 
others  to  helo  him.  navies  died  in  October  in  ^reat  ajony.  He  had  been 
bcaton  man;'  times«d  he  died  covered  in  his  o  n  excreta  and  urine,  ^or 
five  days  bofore  his  death  he  had  been  unable  to  l'-ave  his  cell  an  "’e 
•ere  not  allowed  to  helo. 

C.  .  Harter  died  on  13  February  1943*  ®s  a  result  of  beating. 
Shortly  before  he  died,  he  was  very  weal:,  sufferin;  from  beri  beri  and 
dysentery  and  en  12  February,  tho  ,-up.rd  ca.ie  into  his  cell  and  _°roed 
him  to  his  feet  to  carry  his  latrine  bucket  out  to  anoty  it.  .t  tils 
tine  Barter  wea  merely  skin  and  bone.  He  was  unable  t.  J Lift  the  buc.cet 
end  tried  to  draj  it  slonj  the  jround.  He  was  unable  to  do  this,  bo  ever, 
and  fell  down.  The  juard  beat  him  and  kicked  him  for  nearly  five  ninutes. 
The  next  morninj  he  was  dead. 


7.  "ne  T  first  arrived  in  the  jaol  it  was  li-te  bedlam.  eoole 
were  screamiu  •  ell  day  from  pain  from  their  wounda  and  their  beatia;s. 

The  :aol  Comnandant  used  to  come  and  watch  us,  make  no  comment  and  leave. 
The  -uards.both  'orean  and  Japanese,  had  complete  control  over  the 
prisoners.  I  saw  aany  prisoners  beaten  and  I  saw  many  people  die. 
bcamples  are  a a  follows i-

.  6.  "he  conditions  in  Outram  Hoad  were  appallin;.  "he  ration  con¬ 

sisted  of  three  meals  per  day,  in  all  6  oz.  of  rice  and  1$  pints  o_ 
watery  soup.  There  •’as  i»  Japanese  doctor  in  the  pri3on  camp  and  t  a  one 
"n-'lish  doctor,  a  prisoner  for  a  short  time  in  the  camp,  was  jiven  no 
facilities  with  which  to  deal  with  the  sick.  He  was  not  even  allowed  to 
visit  than.  The  jjael  was  250  yards  away  from  Sin jaoore  T'neral  tospital, 
the  nain  hospital  of  din  epore,  but  no  prisoner  was  ever  sent  there, 
except  for  one  Chinose  who  tried  to  commit  suicide  before  trial.  e  'as 
taken  to  theHoaiital  where  his  head  was  sewn  up, and  brought  bac :  to  the 
.jaol  for  trial. 


There  were  no  showers,  no  towels,  no  toil: t  articles  of  any 
nature.  In  order  to  wash  ourselves  we  were  saaetii  s  ;iven  a  buo.cet  of 
water  to  throw  over  ourselves.  For  the  first  six  weeks  I  never  left  ly 
cell  and  never  had  a  wash. 


On  10  Hay  1943,  4  Chinese  arrived  in  the  prison.  They  -'ere  hand¬ 
cuffed  and  chained  down  in  their  cell.  They  were  in  ;;ood  physical  con¬ 
dition.  They  were  dead  in  six  weeks  of  malnutrition  and  beatiujs.  T  ;a 
them  often  bV  ten  by  sticks  and  sword  soabbards. 
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urasian.  The  remainder  were  Chinese,  alays  end  Tauils.  Of  those, 
approximately  1,000  people  died  in  all.  Burin!  the  saae  period,  3» 
Japanese  passed  threujh  tho  jaol,  of  whom  only  ene  died.  The  most  the 
-jaol  held  at  any  one  period  of  ti.ie,  of  non-Taoanese  personnel,  was  230. 
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■tllen.  an  Australian,  died  on  10  July  1943*  After  hio  death, 
without  the  knowledje  of  the  Japanese  autlwrities,  his  body  was 
wei  ;hed  by  our  own  medical  neonle  in  Chanji.  The  weight  was  5&  lbs., 
approximately  what  the  bones  of  themselves  would  weijjh.  For  the  fort¬ 
night  before  his  death,  he  was  not  able  to  leave  his  cell,  or  even  to 
move  about.  Nevertheless,  the  juar’s  put  rice  in  a  corner  of  the 
cell,  which  Allen  was  not  able  to  reach.  I  asked  many  times  to  be 
allowed  to  feed  him  but  the  various  juards  refused.  I  was  ordered  to 
dress  him  after  his  death  and  "hen  T  saw  him  he  was  literally  bone 
covered  in  scales  as  a  result  of  dry  beri  beri.  ’Te  was  covered  in 
filth. 


Hatf ield.  an  Australian  Serjeant,  was  caujht  in  Sinjapore  in 
•!ay,  1943.  Ne  s->ent  three  months  with  the  "empei  ?ai  and  was  then 
broujht  into  the  jaol  in  Aujust.  He  was  tried  in  Noveiber  1943*  ana 
sentenced  to  be  executed  os  a  any.  T  had  some  small  knowledge  of 
Jaoanese  and  I  ~>as  taken  to  Hatfield  on  4  December  1943i  who  asked  me 
to  arrai\je  frr  him  to  .Jake  a  v’ill*«d  for  a  "riest.  Both  these  requests 
were  refused  by  the  jaol  Coiuandent.  Hatfield  was  taken  away  from  the 
jaol  on  6  Dece.iber,  and  the  juard  who  executed  him  told  me  later  that 
he  had  had  the  pleasure  of  executing  ,Tatfield  in  a  field  at  Bukit 
Ti tah. 


:'js.  Nixon,  the  only  "hironean  woman  T  saw  at  Outran  Hoad, 
oa.ie  in  January  1944*  3he  had  been  an  5nternee  at  Chanji.  She  was 
broujht  in  by  the  j’empei  Ta i  and  confined  in  the  same  circumstances  as 
ourselves,  without  any  privacy.  She  was  still  there  when  I  left  in 
Hay  1944*  in  solitary  conf inement. 


Father  Massine  and  another  ~ortujuese  Priest  were  broujht 
into  the  jaol  in  1943  ai^  had  both  been  tortured  nreviously  by  the 
Hempei  Toi.  They  died  of  disease  in  the  ;aol.  Hassine  wes  regularly 
boaten  by  the  yuerds  when  they  saw  hin  on  his  ’cnees  praying. 


~!U  :h  Fraser,  the  Colonial  uecretery,  Halaya,  arrived  with  a 
party  at  the  end  of  1943*  ’T®  had  been  with  the  Hemwei  Tai  some  four 

months  nrior  to  his  arrival.  He  was  beaten  by  the  juar^a  rejulafly 
and  died  after  X  left. 


There  was  an  ’  njllahnan  who,  in  ”ay  1943*  devoloned  a  form  of 
scabies  as  the  result  of  which,  the  whole  of  the  area  at  the  back  of 
his  body  fron  tho  waist  to  knees,  became  an  open  sore,  which  dripned 
ous.  He  was  quite  unable  to  sit  A own  or  lie  down  for  three  months, 
and  was  jivsn  no  treat  1  nt,  uo  bandages  or  rajs  to  wine  the  matter 
earning  from  the  wound.  Fortunately,  eventually  it  dried  by  itself. 


Two  Cliin3se  women  were  broujht  into  the  jaol  on  26  July 
and  were  held  in  tha  sane  circumstances  and  conditions  as  the  men. 
woman  was  in  an  advanced  staje  of  prejnanoy.  She  was  moved  only  a 
few  days  prior  to  the  birth  of  her  child. 
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A  Chinese  boy,  ajed  12,  cane  into  the  v’sol  with  his  mother, 
jhe  was  nut  into  one  cell  and  he  in  another,  he  Cied  of  beri  beri  in 
about  nine  weeks.  I  carried  his  body  when  he  was  dead.  It  was  all 
puffed  out  and  his  head  was  90  swollen  that  the  features  were  net 
obvieusly  recojnisable  as  human. 


A  number  of  peeple  went  mad  under  these  conditions.  The 
Japanese  method  of  treatment  was  to  put  three  or  four  more  people 
into  the  cell  to  loo):  after  the  lunatic.  In  most  cases  the  med  men 
died  because  he  refused  to  eat.  On  several  occasions  he  injured  his 
oonpanions. 


> 


Lajor  ‘Smith  who  arrived  at  the  end  of  November  1943«  had  hod 
his  jar  broken  by  the  "emoei  mai  during  interrogation.  It  was  excecd- 
iruly  difficult  for  him  to  eat.  he  was  refused  treatment  in  the 
prison,  the  Japanese  answer  oeinj,  if  he  had  told  the  truth  he  would 
not  heve  hod  his  Jaw  broken. 


8.  At  the  end  of  1942.  the  orison  authorities  sent  some  of  the 
worst  sick  away  from  Outran  hoad  to  Then;!  hospital.  In  almost  every 
case  the  men  sent  were  about  to  die,  and  the  Ooctora  in  the  hospital 
told  me  that  these  sick  men  'ere  impossible  to  save  and  it  appeared 
that  the  Japanese  were  sending  them  so  that  the  official  death  rate 
in  Outran  hoad  would  appear  to  be  leas  than  it  was  in  fact. 


9.  I  had  a  bi^  cyst  on  my  ri  ;ht  hio  in  September  1943i  fr am 
which  I  suffered  for  nearly  a  month.  :oreover,  vr  aide  was  enormously 
swollen  and  I  asked  the  j,-uard  to  slice  the  top  of  it  off,  which  he  did 
with  his  sword  and  then  drained  the  pus.  This  I  took  aa  a  kindly  act. 
There  ■■aa  a  dispensary  in  the  ^aol  and  a  Japanese  orderly  with  a  larj-e 
uuaber  of  drujs  and  instruments,  who  refused  to  treat  me.  In  August 
1942,  two  Japanese  escaped  from  their  portion  of  the  ^aol  end  as  a 
punishment  for  three  weeks  all  the  prisoners  had  to  sit  to  attention, 
that  is  on  their  heels  art  cross-le-j^ed,  from  7  in  the  morninj  till 
9.30  at  ni;ht.  The  daily  ration  was  3  ounces  of  rice,  a  small  bowl  of 
water  and  a  piece  of  rock  salt. 


10.  I  had  one  pair  of  shorts  during  the  whole  period,  Voril  1^42 
to  September  1943*  This  wfe  the  case  with  many  of  us.  In  September 
1943*  we  '7ere  issued  with  one  Japanese  shirt  and  a  pair  of  shorts,  which 
had  come  from  diseased  Japanese  sick.  These  garments  were  washed  once 
a  month  and  oCTinj  to  their  refusal  to  allow  us  to  maber  or  mark  the 
;araents,  no  prisoner  normally  ever  received  his  o”n  sarm.'nts  back. 

In  view  of  the  diseased  nature  of  most  of  the  prisoners,  under  this 
system  it  was  impossible  for  anyone  to  remain  healthy,  m  a  short 
timo  everyone  had  scabies. 


11.  It  is  difficult  to  describe  the  cells  in  which  ’-e  lived. 
There  were  blood  and  pus  stains  on  the  wall,  where  people  had  wiped 
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the  hands  they  had  used  to  dry  their  weunds.  *'llea  of  scaly  skin  lay 
ir>  the  corners.  There  "/ere  bed  bujs  in  the  boards  of  the  bed.  'e  *ere 
never  shaved  and  had  to  cut  our  nails  by  scraping  them  on  the  concrete 
floors.  All  the  juards  wore  masks  ’Then  they  '-ere  on  duty  in  our  block 
of  colls,  mhey  never  touched  anythin;  in  our  cells  with  their  hards, 
only  with  their  swords  or  with  jloves.  our  cells  were  cleaned  to  my 
knowledge,  only  twice  in  the  two  years.  On  the  other  hand  the  block 
in  which  the  .Japanese  prisoners  were  housed  was  beautifully  clean. 


12.  Jvery  juard  was  a  law  unto  himself  and  one  evening  a  ;uard 
would  beat  us  for  not  beinj  asleen;  the  next  on  duty  would  beat  us  f#r 
beipj  asleep. 


13*  There  were  work-in.;  parties  in  the  jaol  which  bejen  in  October 
1?42,  when  some  of  us  went  out  cleaning  drains.  3y  'jay  1943  other 
narties  had  been  formed. 


14«  It  was  impossible  to  keen  notesor  a  diary  since  cells  were 
searched  daily.  Outran  3o<id  jaol  was  the  Central  Gaol  for  the  Japanese 
Southern  Army,  so  that  when  a  cell  was  empty  we  knew  either  the  man  had 
died  or  had  been  executed,  or  was  about  to  be  executed. 


15*  hen  I  first  arrived  in  the  jaol  T  sm  in  the  ouen  buildings 
which  were  around,  six  fully  stocked  with  cases  of  tinned  milk.  I 
estimate  there  were  between  20  and  30  thousand  cases.  ’e  ;ot  a  little 
for  the  first  month;  after  that  we  had  milk  t-’ice  on  the  Tnperer's 
birthday  in  1942  and  1943*  The  milk  was  used  by  the  Jansnese  for  than- 
selves  in  the  jaol  and  as  presents  to  visitors.  Tt  was  not  distributed 
te  other  units.  There  was  enough  milk  in  tho  jaol  to  sujply  every 
prisoner  with  milk  until  the  end  of  the  war  with  a  jood  deal  to  s-'are, 
and  vita iin  3  was,  of  course,  aur  jreatest  need. 


l6.  On  one  occasion  a  member  of  the  loyal  fa  lily  walked  through  the 
jaol  at  the  end  of  1942.  "la  never  loeked  into  tho  cells,  he  merely 
walked  into  the  passage.  r\n  several  occasions  hijh  ranking  officers  paid 
visits  to  the  jaol.  They  must  have  seen  some  of  the  prisoners  at  their 
work  *r  carryiuj  their  latrine  buckets  to  be  emptied.  Tior  to  such 
visits,  the  cell  steps  would  be  scrubbed  with  soap.  >oap  was  never 
issued  to  the  prisoners  for  the  purpose  of  washing  their  bodies. 


17*  On  the  13  May  l?44i  I  left  Outran  '-toad  jaol  and  went  back  to 
Chanji  jaol  and  ~taa  put  in  the  tower.  I  was  asked  to  si;n  a  non-escape 
ferm,  which  I  did  eventually  under  compulsion.  I  ^ras  then  released  and 
beoarae  an  interpreter,  joiaj  to  Bukit  ’’anjanj  with  379  officers  and  men, 
to  dij  Japanese  fortifications.  The  Australian  Camp  Commandant  protested 
to  the  Japanese  Serjeant  in  oharje  of  the  camp,  and  to  hijh  inspect inj 
officers  who  visited,  as  to  the  nature  of  the  work,  but  to  no  avail.  In 
June  1945,  an  Australian,  'rivate  kLlscn,  was  killed  in  a  fall  of  earth 
owioj  to  insufficient  precautions  bein;;  taken,  durin;  the  tunnellinj  of 
the  hole.

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The  wor parties  be  ;an  at  3  a.ra.  and  marhed  four  or  five  mil 
each  morning.  For  the  most  part,  men  ipd  no  bcois.  Gome  used  home¬ 
made  rubber  shoes  or  elo:;a,  others  had  bare  feet,  officers  ~cre  not 
permitted  to  leave  the  camp,  nor  allowed  to  j*o  with  the  working 
parties,  which  nontally  returned  at  6.30  P.ra.  Towards  June  1945i  the 
men  bejan  to  rRturn  f )  om  work  parties  at  10  p.m.  in  the  evening, 
after  working  20  to  30  feet  into  the  side  of  a  hill  by  candlelight, 
and  not  havln;  eaten  since  midday.  They  often  came  back  ^et  through. 
No  lights  were  allowed  in  the  camp  and  the  hours  were  sc  irrejular 
that  it  was  often  very  difficult  to  provide  a  hot  meal  at  ni’ht. 


Clothing  was  very  short  in  the  oamp  and  in  about  July  1945 1 
50  pairs  of  Chinese  women's  bloomers  were  issued  to  the  ^reat  amuse¬ 
ment  cf  the  villagers  aj  some  of  the  mon  walked  through  the  atrets  in 
them,  ",’e  had  very  little  medical  stores  in  the  camp  and  although 
200  yards  away  was  a  medical  storo  distribution  centre,  we  were 
unable  to  obtain  any  nevertheless.  A  jood  deal  of  beatipc  up  by  the 
Guards  took  place.  One  order  tb*t  all  men  had  to  salute  sentries, 
provided  ample  excuse  for  many  beatings. 


The  ration  for  working  men  was  10  oa.  of  rice  daily,  3  oa. 
of  vegetables  and  occasionally  tinned  food,  which  appeared  to  be 
lad  Cross  supplies,  since  I  saw  led  Cross  parcels  in  the  stores. 

The  ration  for  a  sick  man  waa  about  3°  perant  less.  This  affected  the 
cam  basic  ration,  as  about  5°  percent  of  the  camp  were  sick."

"On  10/10/43,  all  internees  in  Changi  Prison  were 
paraded  soon  after  dawn  in  the  Lain  Yard  a3  if  for  a  routine 
roll-call..... , A  number  of  the  internees  were  called  out  by 

name,  labelled  and  segregated ..... .The  investigation  finished 

after  dusk  and  internees  were  allowed  to  return  inside  the 
Prison,  i  any  of  them  had  hcd  no  food  since  6  p.m.  (T.T.)  on  . 
the  previous  day,  and  soma  suffering  distress  and  even  collapse 
owing  to  the  day-long  exposure  to  the  sun  without  food .  "V  -  . 

In  consequence  of  this  investigation,  57  internees 
were  removed  from  Changi  Prison  by  the  Military  Police  on  or 

after  10/10/43 . the  Japanese  were  trying  to  establish  that 

there  was  a  spy  organisation  in  Changi  Prison  which  received 
and  transmitted  by  radio  telephony,  which  had  established 
Contacts  in  the  town  for  the  purpose  of  sabotage  and  stirring 
up  of  anti-Japanese  feeling,  and  which  collected  money  from 
outside  for  this  purpose.  In  fact,  there  was  no  spy  organisa¬ 
tion,  no  radio,  transmission  and  no  attempt  to  promote  anti- 
Japanese  activities  outside  the  Camp.... 

The  conditions  under  which  Internees  were  detained 
by  the  Military  Police  were  rigorous  in  the  extreme.  They 
were  crowded,  irrespective  of  race,  sex,  or  state  of  health, 
in  small  cells  or  cages.  They  were  so  cramped  that  they  could 
not  lie  down  in  comfort.  No  bedding  or  coverings of  any  kind  were 
provided  and  bright  lights  were  kept  burning  overhead  all  night. 
From  8  a.ri.  to  10  p.m,  inmates  had  to  sit  up  straight  on  the 
bare  floor  with  their  knees  up  and  were  not  allowed  to  relax 
or  put  their  hands  on  the  floor,  or  talk,  or  move,  except  to 
£0  to  the  lavatory.  Any  infraction  of  the  rigid  discipline 
involved  a  beating  by  the  sentries.  There  was  one  pedestal 
water-closet  in  each  cell  or  cage,  and  the  water  flushing  into 
the  pan  provided  the  only  water  supply  for  all  purposes, 
including  drinking.  It  should  be  recorded  here  that  nearly 
all  of  the  inmates  suffered  from  enteritis  or  dysentery.  No 
soap,  towel,  toilet  articles  or  handkerchiefs  were  permitted 
and  inmates  had  no  clothing  other  than  those  they  were  wearing.

The  food  supplied ... .was  insufficient  to  support 
life  over  a  long  period  and  led  to  serious  deficiency  diseases 
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in  all  cases  of  l«ng  detention, 

Medical  facilities .. .were  for  ell  practical 
purposes  non-existent »a  Japanese  doctor,  who  was  called  to 
see  an  Internee  suffering  from  a  fractured  pelvis  and  possibly 
ruptured  kidney,  remarked  that  the  man  was  not  sick  enough,,,.. 

The  buildings  occupied  by  the  Japanese  Military 
Police  resounded  all  day  and  all  night  with  blows,  the  bellowing 
of  the  inquisitors,  and  the  shrieks  of  the  tortured.  From 
time  to  time,  victims  from  the  torture  chamber  would  stagger 
back  or,  if  unconscious,  would  be  dragged  back  to  their  cells 
with  marks  of  their  ill-treatment  on  their  bodies.  In  one 
such  case,  an  unconscious  victim  so  returned  died  during  the 
night,  without  receiving  any  medical  attention,  and  his  body 
was  not  removed  until  the  afternoon.  In  these  conditions, 
and  this  atmosphere  of  terror,  these  men  and  women  waited, 
sometimes  for  months,  their  summons  to  interrogation- which 
might  come  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

Usually  interrogations  started  quietly  and  would 
so  continue  as  long  as  the  inquisitors  got  the  expected  answers. 
If,  for  any  reason,  such  answers  were  not  forthcoming, 
physical  violence  was  immediately  employed.  The  methods  used 
yere  i- 

(1)  '-ater  Torture.  There  were  two  forms  of  water  torture. 

In  the  first,  the  victim  was  tied  or  held  down  on  his  back 
and  a  cloth  placed  over  his  nose  and  mouth*  Water  was  then 
poured  on  the  cloth.  Interrogation  proceeded  and  the  victim 
was  beaten  if  he  did  not  reply.  As  he  opened  his  mouth  to 
breathe  or  to  answer  questions,  water  went  down  his  throat 
until  he  could  hold  no  more.  Sometimes,  he  was  then  beaten 
over  his  distended  stomach,  sometimes  a  Japanese  jumped  on 
his  stomach,  or  sometimes  pressed  on  it  with  his  foot. 

In  the  second,  the  victim  was  tied  lengthways  on 
a  ladder,  fece  upwards,  with  a  rung  of  the  ladder  across  his 
throat  and  his  head  below  the  ladder.  In  this  position,  he 
was  slid  first  into  a  tub  of  water  and  kept  there  until  almost 
drowned.  After  being  revived,  interrogation  proceeded  and 
he  would  be  re-immersed. 


(2)  Beating  with  iron  bars,  brass  rods,  sticks, 

bamboos,  wet  knotted  ropes,  belts  with  bucklers,  or  revolver 
butts,  all  over  tne  body.  Vihilst  these  beatings  were  being 
inflicted,  the  victims  were  sometimes  suspended  by  the  wrists 
from  a  rope  passed  over  a  beam.  Sometimes  their  hands  were 
tied  behind  their  backs  and  they  were  forced  to  kneel  on  sharp 
pieces  of  wood  or  iron,  while  sharp-edged  pieces  of  wood  or 
metel  were  placed  behind  their  knees  so  as  to  cut  into  the  flesh 
as  they  knelt,  '.vhile  they  were  so  kneeling  the  Japanese  would 
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Jump  on  their  thighs  or  on  the  projecting  ends  of  the  tar  or 
wood  behind  their  knees;  sometimes  to  increase  the  pressure 
on  the  wood  or  bar  behind  the  knees ,  a  Japanese  would  perch 
himself  on  the  shoulders  of  the  victim,  or  the  victim,  with 
hands  untied,  would  te  compelled  to  ho^d  heavy  weights  above 
his  head.  They  were  often  forced  to  remain  in  this  position 
without  intermission  for  9  to  10  hours,  during  which  period 
interrogation  would  go  on  remorselessly,  punctuated  by  blows. 

At  times,  the  victim  would  be  tied  to  a  table  and  flogged  until 
he  lost  consciousness .  In  cne  case,  the  nan  so  flogged  counted 
over  200  blows  before  losing  consciousness.  This  treatment, 
was  in  some  cases,  carried  on  daily  for  4  to  5  days  conse¬ 
cutively.  In  one  case,  a  European  who  died  later,  was  interro¬ 
gated  with  the  usual  teaing,  fer  5^  hours  at  a  stretch  and 
another  Luropean  since  dead,  underwent  144  hours  of  beatings 
in  all,  according  to  the  estimate  of  his  cell  mates 

(3)  During  interrogation  the  inquisitor,  in  many 
cases,  burnt  the  victim  with  cigarette  and  cheroot  ends,  even 
on  the  most  sensitive  parts  of  the  body,  e,g.  arm-pits,  between 
the  toes,  on  the  scrotum  end  penis.  Several  Asiatics  had 
petrol  poured  on  their  bellies  and  ignited,  and  another  Asiatic 
had  his  hands  tied  together  and  immersed  in  a  bowl  of  methylated 
spirit  which  was  ignited. 

(4)  Electric  Torture.  There  were  two  forms  of  this.  In  the 
first,  an  induction  coil  was  U3ed,  one  electrode  being  attached 
to  the  hand  or  foot  and  the  other  bare  wire  was  applied  to 
various  parts  of  the  body.  One  victim  reports  that  he  was 
thrown  across  the  room  by  the  violence  of  the  shock.  The 
effect  has  been  described  as  one  of  physical  and  mental 
disintegration.  The  second  form  apparently  moie  severe,  was 
called  the  electric  table  or  felectric  cap.  There  is  evidence 
that  this  was  used  but  not  on  any  of  our  witnesses. 

(5)  In  addition  to  these  forms  of  torture,  the 
inquisitor,  often  employed  other  methods,  such  as  Ju-Jitsu, 
twisting  of  limbs,  bending  back  of  fingers,  twisting  of  sharp- 
edged  wood  between  fingers,  punching,  repeated  blows  on  the  same 
spot,  and  so  on.  These  methods,  in  many  cases  resulted  in 
dislocations  and  permanent  damage  to  limbs  and  Joints,  In  one 
case,  the  inquisitor  punctuated  hi3  questions  by  flicking  off, 
with  the  frayed  end  of  a  bamboo,  flesh  bruisad  in  a  previous 
beating.  This  left  a  permanent  scar,  six  inches  by  three 
inches  on  the  victim's  thigh, 

(6)  In  several  cases,  victims  were  led  to  believe  that 
their  execution  either  by  beheading  cr  shooting,  was  imminent. 
They  were  advised  to  write  a  letter  of  farewell.  Preparations 
for  execution  were  carried  out,  up  to  the  penultimate  stage, 
with  such  realism  that,  in  two  cases,  trie  victims  fainted. 
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(7)  *.  •  Threats  to  families.  Threa 

were  also  made  to  take  action  against  the  family  of  the  victim 
(the  wives  of  some  Internees  were  believed  to  be  in  Japanese 
custody  in  other  tarts  of  Asia) *  Torture  was  carried  out  to 
the  limit  of  human  endurance.  One  Internee  attempted  to  commi 
suicide  by  jumping  over  the  verandah c  In  his  fall  he  fracture', 
his  pekvis,  but,  despite  his  condition,  his  interrogation 
under  torture  wa3  continued  until  Just  before  he  died*  In 
another  casj,  the  Internee  asked  h.lc  Inquisitors  for  the  means 
to  commit  suicide,  A  pistol  was  produced  and  was  snatched  awaj 
only  when  the  man  w?3  about  to  carry  out  his  declared  intentior

and  the  marked  excerpt  offered  in  evidence.  Prosecution 
document  numbered  5^05  being  the  affidavit  of  Dr.  B.  M.  JOHNS 
is  offered  for  identification  and  the  marked  excerpt  offered 
in  evidence. 

These  Affidavits  confirm  the  evidence  of  the 
Lord  Bishop  of  Singapore  and  describe  the  tortures  they 
observed  inflicted  by  the  Kempei  Tai  on  civilians. 

The  witness  Hiltermann  states  that  "on  one 
occasion  I  saw  the  Bishop  of  Singapore  who  had  been  maltreated 
terribly,  hie  legs  from  his  hips  to  his  ankles  had  been  beater 
to  pulp.  They  were  litiially  like  raw  meat.,.. He  was  Just 
about  able  to  crawl." 

Every  refinement  of  torture,  every  conceivable 
humiliation,  every  possible  degradation,  was  inflicted  upon 
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
